THE SCOTCH BAIL-WAS STIUKES. 

London", Dee. 29. — The Scotch railway 
strikers assert that all the talk about the 
men being beaten and the roads in running 
order again is a bluff, intended to throw the 
strikors into a panic if possible and lead to 
defections which will demoralize the ranks 
of the men. The companies, it is alleged, 
are imitating the tactics of the dock man- 
agers during tho dockers' strike of last year, 
in this respect, by issuing misleading in- 
formation. Tho strikers cluim' to be in ex- 
cellent condition for a continuance of tho 
struggle, and they deny that the companies 
are gaining any advantage. Tho expressions 
of sympathy for tho men adopted by vari- 
ous public meetings have groatly encoutaged 
them. 

THE GRAND OLD MAN'S BIRTHDAY. 

The celebration of Mr. Gladstone's 81st 
birthday was a gala event for Hawardcn, 
whose inhabitants nearly ull turned out to 
greet and congratuiuto their beloved and 
distinguished neighbor. Excursion trains 
brought throiigsol' visitors from Liverpool, 
Manchester and other points. Mr. (1 lad- 
stone was overwhelmed with felicitutions, 
including messages from all parts of the 
world, to say nothing of countless tributes 
from his own countrymen. Her Majesty 
and the Prince of Wales also sent their con- 
gratulations. Among tho prominent Irish- 
men who sent telegrams were Justin Mc-

.Smith & Co. , who had the contract, to se- 
cure money from the Union Pacific, the men 
cing put oil' from day to day. As the 
money is not yet forthcoming, it is difficult 
to foresee the outcome, as the men are grow- 
ing desperate. Some, sore pressed, are 
discounting their time cheeks at 50 pet- 
cent. J, if. Smith, who has been at 
Omaha, telegraphed several days ago that 
the Union Paoifio company had promised 
him $300,000. Yesterday ho telegraphed he 
would leave for Portland soon, money or no 
money. So the matter stands. 

Walkout in Tncouin " «;ioiic " ooice. 

Tacoma, Dec. 28.— Seven of tho eleven 
typos employed in the Globo composing 
room walked out, this evening, because 
Foreman Culdsborough advanced to 
"regulars" certain "subs" who had not 
held cases as long as somo of those who 
now strike. Those who walked out have 
among their number several who aro not 
steady in their habits. Goldsborough says 
he advanced steady men, which the union 
rules permit. A similar walkout occurred 
on the Ledger a couple of years ago, in 
which case the foreman was sustained The 
foreman and four men are rustling to get 
out the Globe, 

The llounslow at sun Diego, 

San Francisco, Dec. 2.s.— The British 
tramp steamer Hounslow b»B arrived at Sun 
Diego with n cargo of obaYfrom Nanuimo 
for J. 1). Spreckels & Bros. She came ori- 
ginally from Java, with a cargo ot sugar for 
Spreckels and was rechartered by them to 
bring 25 cargoes of coal from Nanaitno to 
San Diego.

M.ONTESANO, Wash., Dee. 28. — A sovero 
storm, the worst ever known here, and very 
closely approximating u tornado, passed 
r tho Gray's Harbor region lust Wednes- 
day, striking Monfesano about '1 o'clock.

In Monte- 
mino considerable damage wus done to prop- 



erty in the way of unroofing buildings, 
blowing down outbuildings, breaking win- 
dows, etc. The two-story Brownoll block 
was unroofed, doing no little damage to the 
grocery stock of G. VV.

INDIAN TREACHERY. 



Conflict Between U. S. Troops and 
Ked Skins— The Soldiers Taken 
by Surprise. 



One Hundred and Twenty Indians 
Attack Five Hundred Cavalry 
aud Shoot Several. 



The Troops Retaliate and" Nearly 
Exterminate the* Whole Band of 
Meii and Women 



Omaha, Nob., Doc. 20.— Cupt. (J. W. 
Walluco and several men of the 4th cavalry 
were killed, und Lieut, Darlington was 
wounded in the arm, in a fight, this morn- 
ing, twenty miles east of Pino Ridge, with 
Big Foot's band. Many Indiuus were 
killed. The fight arose over an attempt to 
disarm the Indians. 

Pine Ridge: Acencv, S. D., Dec. 29.— 
Couriers from tho Bad Lands, who arrived 
here this morning, announce that a bloody 
and desperate conflict occurred, this morn- 
ing, on Porcupine creek, between United 
States troops and hoatiles. The fight was 
precipitated by the troops, under Colonel 
Forsy the, attempting to disarm Big Foot's 
Bind. Capt. Wallace, commanding a troop 
of oavulry, was killed, aud Lieut. Darling- 
ton, of the same regiment, was shot in tho 
arm. Several soldiers and a number of In- 
dians, were also killed. 

The greatest excitement, prevailed among 
tho agency employees, and also among the 
friendlies, many ot whom are relatives ot 
the young bucks now on the wur-p.ith. 

Grave fears are entertained here for the 
safety of this post. The courier who 
brought the news of the conflict could only 
give facts relating to the commencement of 
the fight. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Pine Ridge Aoency,. S.D., Deo. 29: — A 
second fight occurred near this agency this 
afternoon. One of Col. Forsyth's troopers, 
of the 7 th civalry, wus fired on by some 
Indians who went out from Rosebud camp. 
This caused a skirmish, in which two 
soldiers were wounded. The Indians, who 
were camped near where this skirmish toti'fc 
place, moved west to u creek near 'oho 
agency. Owing to the absence of cav ^Iry, 
there is great trepidation here.

NO COMPROMISE. 



The McCarthyites Will Never Agree 
to the Suggested Scheme of 
the Parnellites. 



She Committed Suicide Owing to Her 
Husband's Neglect and His 
Drinking Habits. 



, Belfast, Dec. 29. — Seven weeks ago a 
miner named McDowell, who acquired a 
fortune by diamond digging in tho Cape, 
married a handsome young woman at Kim- 
berlcy, Griqualand, West South Africa. 
After the solomnization of tho marriage, 
tho newly married couple sailed for Ireland, 
where they intended spending tho honey- 
moon. In the course of their tour through 
Ireiand, McDowell and his wife visited 
Bangor, 12 miles distant from this place. 
Yesterday the body of the bride was found 
lying by the roadside, with a. bottle which 
contained poison liquid. The tragedy cre- 
ated a decided sensation and the theory of 
suicide is by no means undisputed. The 
police are reticent, declining to give out 
more than the facts above set forth. Tho 
husband of the dead woman has not been 
placed under arrest. 

At tho coroner's inquest, McDowell ad- 
mitted that his wife had often complained of 
his absence from home of nights. He hud 
come home drunk on Saturday night, and 
found his wife was out. U o had not made 
any search for her, owing to his befuddled 
condition. In tho morning she destroyed a 
quantity of scrip, representing securities if 
£3,000. The jury rendered a verdict thut 
Mrs. McDowell committed suicide while 
temporarily insane, ns the result of her hus- 
band's drinking habits aud negligent' 



engagement lasted fully an hour and a half. 
To the south many took refuge in a ravine, 
from which it was difficult to dislodge them.

To say it was a most during 
feat, 120 Indians attacking 500 cavalry 
expresses the situation but faintly. It 
should only have been insanity which 
prompted such a deed. It is doubted that 
if before night either a buck or squaw out 
of all Big Foot's band will be left to tell the 
tale of this day's treachery. 

Tho members of the 7th Cavalry have 
once more shown themselves heroes in deeds 
of daring. Single-handed conflicts were 
seen ull over tho field. The death of Cap 
tain Wallace causes much regret. The 
poor fellow met his death by a blow on tho 
head from a war club. Full particulars

Writes a Letter to the Now York Herald 
Stating that Ho Has Come to Amor.c.i 
to Resume Operations. 

!N ew York, Dec. 28.— The Herald has 
received a letter from somebody signing as 
"Jack the Ripper." His letter to the Her 
aid is as follows : 

New York, Dec. 20, 1S0O. 
Dear Mr. Editor; — 1 have just written 
to Inspector Byrnes, telling him I am over 
in America and ready for some good work. 
1 arrived in the Toutoniu just ialely, anil on 
the voyage talked with my fellow passen- 
gers about mysolf. 

"I wonder where Jack tho Ripper is, 
now '! " suid they. 

"Ah, I wonder," said I. Oh, it was rare 
sport. I rolled over in bed at night, (align- 
ing fit to iliu at the thought of it. I've had 
a good rest now uud have finished with 
Whitechapel. 

I've been to Pur' - ;. Wlicra I did a littlo 
slashing, but wasn't up to much. Then I 
went to Vienna und stayed n long timo, but 
didn't do any work. My hu nils shook too 
much. I wanted a good long reHt and 
plenty of walking about. Now I'm ull 
right and ready fur any amount of good* 
and I moun to have them. I have studied 
all my plans curofully. They oannot fail. 
Look for news of me in a diy or iwo hence, 



Dublin, Dec. 29. — Athlone, Rosscominon 
and Westmeath are placarded by a startling 
proclamation, which appearj in the most 
conspicuous places. It assorts that truo 
Irishmen ure resolved to maintain their in- 
dependence, and describes the result of the 
Kilkenny electoral reverie to the Parnellites 
as " a trumpet call for you to close your 
ranks and make a last supreme fight for the 
cause." It continues : " The fatherland is 
threatened by a calamity surpassing a thou- 
sand coercion acts,— the lowering of tho 
flag of independence, on the vague promises 
of a liritisli statesman. Irish history teems 
with disasters resulting from reliance placed 
upon English promises. Wo want thu 
Homo Rule for which Emmet and other 
patriots gave their noble lives. Wo were 
advancing to victory under a good leader. 
Support him und Ireland's cause forever. 
God save Ireland." 

NO CHANCE FOB A COMPROMISE. 

London, Dec. 29.— Well-informed Irish- 
men say there is not the slighest chance of 
a compromise being effected at the Boulogne 
conference between O'Brien and Parnell. 
The scheme of tho Parnellites is to Bain 
O'Brien's consent and that of the Mc- 
Carthyites to a sham retirement of Parnell, 
who is to remain in control of affairs really, 
but without taking an open personal part 
in the management. It is also stated that 
after a certain timu he shall be at liberty to 
resume the active leadership. Prominent 
Irishmen of both factions agree that this 
plan will not work, as it would bo un- 
masked by the Liberals and prevent a re- 
sumption of the Gladstonian alliance. This 
tho McCartyites will never agree to bo 
responsible for. 

A BREACH OK CONFIDENCE. 

A Paris despatch Kays it has leaked out 
that O'Brien has expressed deep indignation 
at Healy's statement on thu platform in 
Kilk enny that be (O'Brien) hud been 
obliged to go to Mrs. O'Sheu to ascertain 
the whereabouts of Parnell, thus virtually 
suggesting that O'Brieu was fully aware of 
the intrigue.

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THE RECENT TRAGEDY. 

Enquiry into tuo Circumstances Con- 
nected With the Death of , 
J). F. Fee, Jr. 



Additional Evidence Brought Forward 
—The Attorney-General Conduct- 
ing the Case for the Crown. 



Although several days old, the story of 
the Christmas Evo tragedy is still the all- 
absorbing theme of conversation. When 
the case was called in tho police court, 
yesterday morning, a larger audience 
than that which assembled at the coron- 
er's inquest, crowded and jostled each 
other in the court room, Tho prisoner's 
face begins to betray his increasing 
anxiety, and ho listens intently to every 
word of evidence, and takes advantage of 
his right to cross-examine whenever he 
I nagiuos he can score a point, however 
small. 

Hon. Theodore Davie, attorney-gen- 
eral, appeared for the Crown, yesterday, 
and Mr. Charles Wilson announced him- 
self as present to watch the case for tho 
witness, Silk, who, he understood, might 
bo charged with being an accessory to tho 
crime. The prisoner was undefended, 
but stated that ho expected to have coun- 
sel secured for him, if he could find his two 
brothers, James and "William, whom ho 
left in Los Angeles. 

Supt. Sheppard, on being re-sworn, 
repeated tho evidence given by him at 
the coroner's inquest. 

Cross - examined by tho Attorney 
General — There wero two rooms and a 
small kitchen or woodshed in the house 
at 55 View street. In the bedroom there 
was a double bedstead, which appeared 
as though it was meant for one occupant 
only. Twelve white metal and fourteen 
brass shells, all empty bub one, which 
was half-loaded, wero found in the from 
room near the gun. There was also a 
set of loading appliances. 

In concluding his evidence, Chief 
Sheppard read the BtateUitjiit. uinde bj 
Whelan after he was charged with mur- 
der and cautioned in the police office. 

The prisoner objected to the Superin- 
tendent reading this statement, and in- 
sinuated that the witness was suppres 
sing aportion of the statement read at the 
coroner's inquest. Whelan insisted that 
some one else should read his statement. 
He energetically denied that ho ever ad- 
mitted himself guilty of murder. He 
claimed that his words in the police 
station wore : "I tired a shot, but I am 
no murderer." Having had the clerk 
read the statement, the prisoner con- 
tended that he had a right to demand 
that the statement be taken from Supt. 
Sheppard 's custody and placed in evidence. 

Hon. Mr. Davie endorsed the prisoner's 
request ; if ho wished the statement, 
which, of course, was not evidence, to bo 
attached to tho deposition, it would be 
quite proper to grant his request. 

His Honor held that the statement was 
not legal evidence, and should not bo re 
ceived, and for some time withheld his 
permission to the statement being re- 
ceived, The prisoner '"insisted," how- 
ever, and his contention was finally 
granted. 

Supt. Sheppard then concluded his 
testimony by stating that on Christmas 
eve there was no light at the corner of 
Blanchard and View streets. 

J. D. Helmckon, M.D., deposed that ho 
had known tho deceased David F. Fee 
for a number of years. Made a post- 
mortem examination of tho body. 

Hi3 Honor — Before or after tho cor 
oner's inquest f 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Immediately after, 

His Honor — I should think the first 
thing the coroner would do would be to 
receive the medical evidence, His duty 
U pii u 9'psUy to ascertain tho C(U»0 of 
death. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— As soon as I kne 
that the inquest was at an end and no 
post mortem had been made, I 
directed one to be held, and sent an 
officer to Mr. Fee's to tell them that a 
post mortem would have to be made. 
Friends of the deceased had, however, 
anticipated my action, and tho doctor 
was already making the examination. 

His Honor— That was tho first thing 
the coroner should have seen to. 

Witness, continuing, explained the 
charactor and si/.o of tho wound in the 
chest, and how he had traced the hole 
upward and to the left, finding numer- 
ous bones shattered. The main 
blood vessel was cut, and imbedded 
against the shoulder blade was a piece of 
lead, (produc(id). Tho shot must have 
been fired at very close range, and deatli 
must have ensued within a minute from 
the time the shot was fired. 

Joseph Silk, sworn, in addition to his 
evidence at tho coroner's inquest, de- 
posed : That ho had first met tho prison- 
er in Seattle, whore they were working 
on the same building. Lived with Whelan 
al 55 View street, front November 24th 
until a week ago last Sunday. Remem- 
bered tho day that tho corner stone of 
tho new cathedral was laid. Did not 
remember tho prisoner hoisting an Irish- 
American flag on that occasion Tho 
prisoner did not hoist the Hag ; witness 
knew who did. Did not know whether 
the Hag was ordered away or not. 
Prisoner came in on Sunday, and said 
that tho Hag had been pulled down. 
Witness said " well, lot it remain so." 
Thoro wore twenty different opinions as 
to who ordered tho flag down. Whelan 
was swearing about it, so wa? tho witness, 
to tell the truth. Whelan did not say 
that ho was going to do anything in par- 
ticular on account of tho flag being haul- 
ed down ; ho said ho was going tosco the 
Bishop and have it put up again. 
Ho did not say what ho would 
da if it was again hauled down. 
Between 10 and 10. 110 on Christmas 
eve, met prisoner walking up and down 
in front of the new church— he was night 
watchman. Whelan had an umbrella and 
a double barrelled shot-gun. Prisoner 
asked witness if ho had any cartridges in 
tho house— ho had a gun but no cart- 
ridges. Ho said ho would like to got 
some, as ho had to bo up all night and 
watch. Witness fold him ho hadn't a 
loaded cartridge in tho house ; ho had 
given them all away. Whelan, however, 
aooompanted Kim to tho" house, and 
jiskod, "Where's that cartridge bag of 



yours f" Witness replied, " It's hanging 
tho wall, but thoy'ro all empty, I 
guess. ' Prisoner picked one out of the 
lot, and said, "There's something in this 
one." Witness replied, " J hen it's a 
blank ; 1 gave all the loaded ones away." 
Whelan found another and remarked sc. 
Witness again said, "Thou, they're both 
blanks ; thoy'll nevor hurt anybody." 
Whelan put the two shells ho had found 
with something in them into his gun. 
Witness said, "1 guess they're blanks." 
Whelan then left, und walked up and 
down again. Witness also went out — 
over to prisoner's room to get a shirt and 
tie. Did not remain with prisoner any 
time ; went home and got " fixod up" to 
go to midnight mass. They had 
nothingbut general conversation, Witnees 
was not acquainted with tho young man 
calling himself J. Crawford ; saw him 
afterwards on Christmas ove. After 
" fixing up " witness went to tho comer 
stono and got SOino tobacco. On going 
from tho stono, whon witness got to the 
side door, Crawford and anothov man 
camo along and woro having fun with 
Larry (prisoner), who was standing on 
the sidowalk with the gun and tho um- 
brella. Crawford was Bhaking his coat 
against Whelan and trying either to 
frighten him or to fool him; Prisoner 
told Crawford that he had bettor givo up 
fooling with him ; ho said if they came 
" monkeying" with him as they had with 
tho other watchman, he'd chaso them, or 
something of that kind. Witness 
laughed, and, as it commenced raining 
very hoavily, said to prisoner : " You'd 
bettor tako those cartridges out 
of tho gun, Larry, and go 
homo ; let the church look after 
itself. 1 would'nt stay out to-night for 
§5." Couldn't remember anything else ; 
might have told Crawford thero wore a 
couple of empty shells in the gun. Did 
not say to Crawford " Don't go into the 
building, tho gun is loaded." Crawford 
might havo said "It's not loaded; 1 ex- 
amined it at tho hotel." Couldn't ro- 
momber. Didn't soo Crawford open tho 
breach of tho gun and look at tho cart- 
ridges; didn't see him try to tako the 
gun away. Might have heard Crawford 
say " Ho's liable to fall and shoot him- 
self or some-one else; 1 don't think he'd 
shoot anyone intontionally." Believed 
ho did say to Crawford " Yes, by G— d, 
if anyone comes playing tricks around 
hore Larry will shoot; I know Larry, if 

ho don't me. " If ho said this, it was 

only to prevent them from hanging 
around the church fooling with prisoner. 
Did not go into the church with Larry. 
Crawford had a companion. Larry was 
not drunk; ho could take care of himself. 
If tho blanks ho gave to prisoner had 
been loaded, he would have given them 
just the same, and thought nothing of it. 
Was sure there was no missiles in those he 
gave prisoner. Witness belonged to tho 
Young Men's Institute and to the An- 
cient Order of Hibernians. Had not 
visited tho lodges hero, f risoner was 
not a member of tho Hibernians. Heard 
tho shot fired on Christmas ove, and five 
or six minutes after Larry camo into the 
house, whore witness was sitting. Ho 
aiid ho had shot some one. Witness 
said he .was suro there was nothing to 
hurt anyone in the gun. Larry remained 
in tho house, and witness went out to 
see if anyone was hurt. Went back and 
told Larry that the man was dead and 
advised him to givo himself up to the 
police. Was suro thero was no such 
piece of lead as that produced in either 
of tho cartridges. 

To Hon. Mr. Davie: — Don't remember 
eve ' having seen Fee. There was a 
piece of green silk similar to that pro- 
duced, on tho Hag hoisted on the day of 
Consecration. Thero is no such 
flag as a Hibernian flag. When 
the flag was hauled down, some 
said it was the Bishop did it, some 
said it was Contractor McDonald, and 
some said it was Chief Deasy of tho fire 
department. The prisoner did not know 
who it was. Nearly all the workingmon 
felt incensed over tl\e fhg i igiclent, 

John E. Crawford", re-sworn, said that 
he first met the prisoner about ton weeks 
ago, a fow days after tho ceremony of 
laying the corner stone of the new Cath- 
olic cathedral. Had seen him before, 
but not to speak to. When ho first 
spoke to Whelan he (prisoner) was 
drunk at tho Dominion hotel, in com- 
pany with an Englishman, also drunk. 
Prisoner was taking about a flag that 
had been hoisted at tho laying <>f 
tho cathedral corner stono. They 
got talking of tho difference be- 
tween the English and the American 
flags. The prisoner was upholding to the 
American and the Englishman tho British 
Hag. Witness was sitting by tho grate 
when tho prisoner was at the bar shout- 
ing for tho American flag. Prisoner 
said "If I'd bo' n there they'd have had 
to kill nio before they'd havo taken that 
flag down," or words to that effect. When 
tho prisoner called for three eheors for 
tho American flag, tho witness, without 
turning, said "Three cheots for the 
Brithish flag." Prisoner thou insulted 
witness. Prisoner was drunk when wit- 
ness first saw him at tho hotel on tho 
evening of tho 24th inst. Prisoner 
called witness to ono side, and asked 
him about the night they had the words ; 
Whelan apologized in a way for what ho 
had said, and ho (witness) had told him 
ho bore no hard feelings, and they shook 
hands. They then took a drink together. 
Afterwards, whon witness met prisoner 
and Silk at tho church, Dennis) Dacoy 
was with him. 

Prisoner — Didn't you and I meet at 
tho Dominion hotel, about two months 
ago ? 

Witness — Y cs. 

Prisoner— Weren't wo talking about 
the American flag and the English Hag ? 
Witness — Yes. 

Prisoner— We had had words over it, 
didn't wo'f 

Witness — You were hot about it, I 
wasn't. 

Prisoner— On Christmas evo didn't you 
say to some friends of yours, " Let'a go 
and have some fun with Larry ?" 

Witness— 1 said, " Lut's go and lay for 
Larry, and take the gun from him." 1 
believe 1 did say, " We'll go 'round"— 
none of thorn would go, however. 

Prisoner— What did you come around 
for, anyway ? 

Witness — I told you. 

Prisoner -Didn't you go to Wrigics- 
worth's looking for mo ? 

Witness— Yes ; I didn't want to see 
you particularly ; I juat wanted to see 
where you were.

Uttla Things That. Will Keep Them ii> 
Good Condition. 



I Probably there is no one thing that 
makes girls shrink from house-work 
moro than the effect it has on tho hands, 
especially in cold weather, says Health. 
It is a real trial to sit down to tho piano 
and spread a stained, rough hand on the 
ivory keys; or to tako one's pen in an 
unsightly hand to answer a letter; or to 
pick up a bit of embroidery, if it is only 
that on perforated hose, and use the 
needle when every thing that touches 
tho hands sticks to them because of 
their roughness. Sowing on woolen or 
silk is at such times a severe ponance. 
There aro mothods of preserving tho 
hands measurably against the de- 
structive effect of dish-washing, scrub- 
bing and tho like. They should be kopt 
as much out of tho wator as possible, 
and when tho work is done they should 
bo washed clean and rubbed dry. Borax 
water is good for washing tho 
hands. Coarsely ground oat-meal is a 
fair substitute for soap in washing tho 
hands. Wtlte unscented soaps aro tho 
best, as tho highly scented soaps aro 
usually made of rancid fats. A solution 
of oxalic acid will remove fruit stains 
from tho hands, but it must not touch an 
abraded surface. After washing and 
drying tho hands thoroughly, glyc- 
erine and spirits of camphor in 
equal parts mixed together is 
good to rub ovor them. Cocoanut oil 
is a pleasant application. -Wearing kid 
gloves two sizes too largo is helpful in 
preserving tho hands. One should have 
an old pair of gloves to tako up ashos in, 
tosweep in and to wear in all dirty work 
that permits tho wearing of gloves. If 
glovos aro dipped in not very hot linseed 
oil they beeotno waterproof, and may bo 
worn while washing dishes. A pair of 
canton ilannol mittons is pleasant to 
v:ear when hanging out tho clothes on a 
cold morning. Frequent rubbing of tho 
hands will promoto circulation and keop 
tho skin in good condition. To tako tho 
best care of tho nails, soak tho ends of 
the fingers in hot water for somo time, 
until tho skin is softened, then dry, and 
with a pair of nail scissors thin off all 
tho dead skin about tho nails and trim 
the nails neatly.

EDUCATIONAL. 

To the Editor : — As tho subject of 
education is necessarily n topic of interest 
at all times, and is especially brought bu- 
f ire our notice at seasons iike tho iiro- 
h mt. I should like to call your attention 
to one great deficiency which exists in 
tho school teaching ip this place. It is a 
remarkable fact that in nearly, if not nil, 
tlie placvs of education the science of 
phonography is neglected in Victoria. 
What it may bo in other towns of Can- 
ada, such as Montreal, etc., I can't say ; 
but this I do know, that the science is 
thought of such consideration in England 
that tliero is hardly a school of any con- 
sequence, whether public or private, in 
Hiiy largo town there, which is without 
its certificated teachor. It is almost a 
sino qua non in such towns as Liverpool 
niul Loudon that a clerk should bu well 
versed in this art. At all events I can 
say with confidence that a good, practical 
knowledge of shorthand is a means of 
procuring a large addition to tho salary. 
It is needless to enumerare tho great ad- 
vantages of efficiency in i , as they must 
be self-evident to all, hence the question 
naturally arises, " Why is it so no- 
trlccted 7 " I feel assured that schools in 
which shorthand is taught, all things else 
being equal, will decidedly take pre- 
cedence of those in which it is not. The 
sooner this practice is commenced, the 
better ; it should be learnt by boys as 
the piano is by girls. After a certain 
age the flexibility of tho fingers gots 
stiffened. My reference to the/ piano 
must not be misunderstood. To play 
well requires considerable practice and 
time ; but in the case of stenography, a 
small portion of the day for twelve 
months will enable tho pupil to write 
from 50 to 200 words per minute. 1 do 
not intend to trespass further on your 
valuable space ; but I consider that the 
importance of tho subject requires dis- 
tinct notice.

WINTER WEATHER. 

Hitherto eastern Canadians have lis- 
tened with incredulity to the accounts 
that were givon of the genial climate of 
British Columbia. They found it diffi- 
cult to believe that at a time when tho 
thermometer with them was many de- 
$f aes below zero, when their rivers and 
lakes and bays were covered with a thick 
coat of ice, and when snow-storms made 
travel difficult and at times almost im- 
possible, inhabitants of any part of the 
Dominion were enjoying mild weather, 
where there was neither frost nor snow, 
and that even the flowers had UOt ceased 
to bloomi The' accounts that camo to 
them of tho mildness of tho winter 
months they regarded as travellers' tales, 
that should be received with many grains 
of allowance. There was then no way of 
overcoming their scepticism. Tho British 
Columbians could not, in proof of their 
assertions, show any official record of the 
weather. This is, wo aro glad to say, no 
longer the case. There is now a meteor- 
ological station at Esquimalt, and from it 
are issued duily bulletins signed by Mr. 
Baynes Reed, showing the temperature 
the rain-full and tho state of the weather 
generally. From these bulletins we find 
that up to the 28th of the present month 



THE FORCE BILL. 



Tho election bill which U before tho 
United States Congress is intended to 
make elections for President, for members 
of the House of Representatives and for 
other federal offices free. At prosent 
tho federal elections aro regulated by the 
election laws of the different states and 
tlie plan, except in tho Southern S ates, 
has worked fairly well. In tho South 
tho whito population is opposed to giving 
the negroes the influence at tho elections 
to which they are entitled by their num- 
bers. The Constitution has enfranchised 
the colored man, but his white fellow- 
citizens take care that his vote shall not 
count. Tho whito man of the South will 
not submit to negro supremacy, and in 
this. resolution he has with him tho sym- 
pathy of a very large proportion of tho 
population of the North. Tho negro, 
they contend, is not yot sufficiently intol- 
tigent to exercise tho franchise. If ho 
were allowed to rule, the country would 
soon go to the dogs. He has, therefore, 
partly by fraud and partly by force, been 
cheated out of his vote, and the white 
citizens of ,tho North have winked very 
hard at tho improper election practices of 
thoirfellowcountryinen in thoSouth. They 
regard the unfair elections of the South 
as an evil, but they behove that to 
permit tho negroes to exercise, without 
restraint, the privileges secured to them 
by tho Constitution would bo a still 
greater evil. 

The stalwart Republicans, however, 
believe that their party has been injured 
by the way in which, elections aro con- 
ducted in the Southern States. They say 
that the Constitution gives the negroes of 
tho South tho right to vote, and that it 
is tho duty of the United State/a Govern- 
ment to protect them in the exercise of 
that right. It is to effoct this purpose 
that tho Force Bill has been introduced. 
Its p'fwsige through the Senate was im- 
peded and it 1ms' luade *** * l0W Pr ° 
gress. It is now taken up .* a;alD ) 
some of tho Republican Senators do n 
regard it with a friendly eye. They would 
like to see it killed, but they do iiut want 
to take an active part in putting it out of 
the way. Members of legislatures have 
quiet ways of strangling measures that 
they do not want to vote against openly. 
It was hoped and expected that the' 
Force Bill would receive its quietus in 
iis passage through tho Senate by some 
secret, i idire.t device. But it appears 
to have been saved from strangulation by a 
tewdetermined senators who have resolved 
ti do what they can to prevent its being 
burked. To effect this end, Senator 
Aldrich has given notice of a muzzling 
motion. When the Senate meets again, 
he will submit a motion, the object of 
which will be to put a stop to debate on bills 
after a certain time. The application of 
the cloture will prevent the Force Bill 
being talked to death. But, hitherto, 
therj has been in the Senate, no limit to 
debaie. Too Stringent rules which 
regulate procedure in tho House of Re- 
presentative* • hkve not been applied to 
the Upper Chamhor, and it remains to 
be seen whether tkat body will consent 
to fetter itself in ordor to hasten the

Ho will see 
that up to the 28th there has not boen a 
nipping frost. Asa matter of fact the 
heavy rains of December have done more 
harm to tho flowering plants than the 
cold weather. 

As wo have indicated, there has during 
tho last two months been a good deal of 
rain, but, nevertheless, the weather has 
not been by any means unpleasant. Mists 
are not frequent in this part of British 
Columbia and sleet is a thing unknown. 
Wind and rain hardly overcome together. 
When tho wind is high there is no rain, 
and when tho rain is heavy there is no 
wind. It is consequently not at all un- 
pleasant to take exercise in the open air 
when it rains. 

It will be found that tho word "cloudy" 
is used to designate tho appearance of the 
sky during tho greater part of Novomber 
and December. This does not mean that 
tho days are dark, and that there is no 
sunshine. As a matter of fact, tho sky is 
seldom of that leaden huo, which makes 
the day so gloomy in tho east during the 
late autumn and early winter. Here, tho 
clouds aro continually breaking, and 
there is hardly a day, even in the wet 
season, in which there aro not gleams of 
sunshine. The rain generally comes in 
showers, and a steady down-pour for 
hours together is seldom soon. On tho 
whole, tho winter weather in Victoria is 
very far indeed from being unpleasant. 
Tho frost does not come until Into, and 
there is very little of it. Tho fall of snow 
in light, and does hot last long, and the 
rainy weather, as wo have already tried 
to show, cannot be said to be disagree- 
able. 



TION." 

Ex-President Cleveland made a speech 
at a banquet held in New York on the 
23rd, to celebrate tho victory gained by 
the Democratic party in November, 
which some of his admirers, declare de- 
serves a place in the classics of political 
literature. The speech, was in response 
to the toast " Tho Campaign of Educa- j 
tion." It may not deserve the very high 
praiBe accorded to it by the Democratic 
pres3, but it certainly is, in many re- 
spects, a model political speech. It is 
clear in its statements, moderate in its 
tone, and vigorous in its diction. It is, 
too, free from offensive personalities. 

Tho toast is far from implying a com- 
pliment to the intelligence of the electors 
of the United States. It is calculated to 
leave the impression on the minds of 
those who hear it or read it that, in the 
opinion of tho leading men of tho Demo- 
cratic Party, tho United States electorate 
need instruction on political subjects, and 
that it is tho duty of the Democratic 
Party to lead them in the way in which 
they should go. This idea seemed to haunt 
Mr. Cleveland. Ho saw that some quali- 
fication or somo explanation was roquired 
to prevent tho toast being offensive to 
some whoso good opinion and whoso 
support he desired to retain, and ho set 
about putting his hearers and his readers 
in a good humor with themselves and with 
tho Democratic Party. This is how ho 
accomplished tho delicate task ; — 

Tho Democratic party is willing to 
trust tho ordinary intelligence of our 
people for an understanding of its princi 



tions, they had been wont to turn from 
a watchfulness of public affairs to the 
daily routine of their labor with 
much virtuous satisfaction that they 
were not politicians. Therefore the 
labor of their education in tho campaign 
has consisted in persuading thoin to hear 
us ; to examine the theories of par y or- 
ganizations and tho ends to which they 
lead ; to recall tho promises of political 
leadership, and tho manner in which 
such promises have been redeemed ; and 
to counsel with us as to the means by 
which their condition could be improved." 

The task, it must be admitted, was 
cleverly performed. To tell men that 
rhey had been too busy to pay much atten- 
tion to politics, and that thoy had placed 
too much faith in their party 
leaders to examine very closely 
the doctrines thoy taught and 
the principles on which thoy acted, 
was tho truth. It was truth, too, 
which could easily be coarsely and 
offensively stated, but Mr. Cleveland 
told it in the way that was 
least calculated to offend the self-love of 
his hearers or lower thorn in their own 
estimation. What he swid of the electors 
of the States of tho Union is true of 
electors under all forms of constitutional 
government. They have public duties to 
porform, but they aro too busy to acquire 
tho information which will enable them 
to perform those duties intelligently, and 
they aro too apt to take their political 
opinions on trust. , 

Mr. Cleveland, it is evident, is keeping 

his position among tho public men of the 

United States. While President he 

gained for himself the reputation of being 

an honest man, whoso views were large 

and whoso judgment was sound, and who 

had besides tho courage of his opinions. 

His reputation has grown since his defeat 

— if defeat it can bo called — and he stands 

to-day the first among tho public men of 

the United State9. There is not a man 

of eithor party who has so good a record 

or holds so high a place in tho esteem of 

the wholo poople. 



THE WORLD'S COLUMBIAN EX- 
POSITION, 

The President < the United States, on 
the 24th inst., issued a proclamation 
declaring that, whereas satisfactory ^roof 
had been presented to him that provision 
has been made for ad-: quite grounds and 
buildings for tho uses of the World's 
Columbian Exposition, and that a sum 
not less than §10,000,000 to be used »nd 
expended for the purr/oses of the said 
exposition, ho declared and proclaimed 
that such international exhibition shall be 
opened on the first day of May, 1893, in 
tho city of Chicago, in the State of Illi- 
nois, and will not be closed before tho 
la3t Thursday in October of the same 
year. This proclamation puts nu end to 
all uncertainty with respect to the great 
exposition which is to celebrate the four 
hundredth anniversary of the discovery 
of America by Christopher Columbus, It 
may bo expected, then, that the commit 
tee of management will begin their pre 
partitions without any further delay. 
Two years and five months appear to be 
^.lite a \„7,g time r,o make preparations 
for even a world's exhibition. But it 
will, we venture to say, be hardly suffi- 
cient in which to do all that is to bo 
done. It will require all tho energy for 
which tho men of the West are justly 
celebrated to have the great exhibition 
ready to bo opened on tho first of .Mav, 
1893. The preparation;,; as the immense 
sum guarantee' indicates, aro lo bo made 
nil ii magnificent scale. The men who 
have engaged in the stupendous under- 
takW will, no doubt, strain overy nervo 
to make tho exhibition worthy of tho 
great Republic and of the occasion.

TUB CHRISTMAS EVK TKAHEDY. 

Funeral of tho Victim oh Sunday Afternoon 
-One of the Largest Ever Seen iu 
Victoria. 

On Sunday afternoon, tho remains of the 
late David Findlay Fee were interred in 
Robs Bay ceiiiuteiy in the presence of hun- 
dreds of spectators, many of whom were 
friends and intimate acquaintances of the 
deceased young man. 

Owing to the peculiarly sad and tragic 
manner in which the young man met 
his death, there was a universal feeling of 
sympathy with tbe atllicted family, uud, iu 
consequence, tho funeral was one of the 
largest ever seen in this city. There were 
nearly'ono hundred vehicles in lino, follow- 
ing tho hearse, and the streets along the 
route taken by the cortege was lined with 
people, while hundreds, unable to procure 
carriages, followed upon foot to the ceme- 
tery. 

Shortly ufter 2 o'clock the procession 
formed on Quadra street, near North Park, 
iu the following order : 
Band. 

Young Men's Institute. 
Victoria Kiro Department. 
Far West Lodgo K. of P. 
Victoria Division U. H. K. of P. 
Hearse. 
Mourners. , 
General Public. 
The street, ^near the residence, was 
thronged with people, uud as nearly every- 
one was anxious to take a final look at tho 
features of the deceased, it was nearly half- 
past'two o'clock before the lid of the caskot 
was placed in position for the last time. 

Tho casket was of metal, beautifully 
finished, and mounted iu silver. On the lid 
were the Pythian helmet, sword and belt of 
the deceased, the plato simply bearing his 
name, ago and date of birth. The body was 
attired in plain black, with the badges of 
the K. of P. and firo department upon the 
breast. 

The casket being placed in tho hearse, tho 
signal was given to start, and with the 
band playing a mournful dirge, the proces- 
sion started along Quadra street to Pandora, 
Douglas to View, and thence to tho pro- 
cathedral, the bell of Tiger engine company 
tolling at intervals. An iv^d at tho church, 
which was crowded to the doors even 
before the cortege urrived, the cof- 
fin was removed from tho hearse 
aud conveyed within the edifice, being de- 
posited just in front of the altar rails 
by the pall-bearers, all companions and old 
school-mates of the deceased. Tho ser- 
vices were simple, and only occupied about 
fifteen minutes, and then tho casket was 
once more placed in the hearse, the proces- 
sion re-formed, and started for Ross Bay. 
At tho cemetery, the scene was deeply affect- 
ing, and there were few dry eyes among 
the large assemblage, as tho remains were 
lowered to their last resting-place. The 
top of the casket was completely covered 
with exquisite floral offerings, some of the 
designs being especially tasteful, notably, 
the following : 

Pythian emblem and triangle, contributed 
by the Kniiflits of Pythias ; 

Wreath and Cross, contributed by tho Amity 
Basoball Club ; 

Broken Harp, contributed by tho Y.M.I. 

Wreath and Cross, cjntrlbuted by tho Jainos 
Bay Athletic Club; 

Broken Wheel, contributed by tho Firo De- 
partment. 

The gentlemen who officiated as pall- 
bearers wore : Messrs. J. McKennell, A. 
Borde, F. Partridge, F. Campbell, jr., Geo. 
Goweu, S. Latham, T. Baker and M. Con- 
lin. 

Rev. Father Van Nevel, who is grand 
lecturer of the Y.M.I., and who was always 
a firm friend of the deceased, came from 
Cowichan, on Saturday, to conduct tho bur 
iul services, and at 8 o'clock mass, on Sun 
day morning, he referred in a few feeling 
words to the tragedy. 

The late D. F. Fee, jr., being a member 
of the Y.M.I., in good standing, his family 
arc entitled to receive tho sum of $500 from 
the Institute. 

The funeral arrangements were conducted 
by Mr. Charles Haywnrd, and Supt. Shep- 
pard acted as marshal, and, notwithstand- 
ing the large attendance, everything was 
conducted without tho slightest confusion.

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ANOTHER WRECK. 

Sighted Off the Coast by the Captain of the 
Bark Northwest— The Wreck Appeared 
to bo Abandoned. 

The bark Northwest has arrived at San 
Francisco with a report of a derelict, 
sighted on December 16 in latitude 43 deg. 
, r > min. north, longitude 127 deg. 20 min. 
west. Capt. Swantou, of the Northwest, 
says that the sea was too rough and the 
wind too driving to permit of a near ap- 
proach. He made out that the ship's main- 
mast, fore-topmast, including the head, and 
the uiizzen-topmast were gone. From her 
movements it was evident that the Steering 
gear was disabled. At any rate, no one 
was near the wheel and the ship had the 
general appearance of being abandoned. It 
looked os though the rudder was carried 
away. Capt. Swantou says, also, that he 
had glimpses of tho vessel's stern iih she 
pitched 011 the heavy sea, and thinks that 
part of the name painted thereon was 
" Herman." His views were short and 
much cut up by the Hying spray und that ia 
all he could catch with any certainty. 
Maritime registers disclose no information 
of any square rigger with Herman entering 
into her name that is likely to be anywhere 
in the vicinity, and this only serves to put 
the identity of the derelict under a deeper 
veil ol mystery.

Witness— Yos. 

Prisoner — Who was with you ? 
Witness— I told you, Dennis Daeey. 
Prisoner — He's deaf, is he ? 
Witness— Yes. 

Prisoner— Didn't you say to Dacoy 
Let's go and have sonio fun with Lurry, 

his gun's not loaded." 

Witness— No. When [ tried to take 

the cartridges out of tho gun you drew it 

away. 

Prisoner — What's the reason you did 
not como down town and got n policeman 
to take tho gun away from mo j 

Witness— I had no reason to. 

To Hon. Mr. Davie — Larry was pretty 
<lrunk. 

Tho evidenco of Edward Lumley Wrig- 
ieswo th was but a repetit on of that 
giveu at the coroner's inquest. 

l'Yatik Partridge repeated his previous 
testimony. 

Edward Berniudiz, in answer to the 
prisoner, said that he had been a watch- 
man on the church building, and, when 
on duty ;for one night, three or four 
weeks previous, people had run round it 
making noises and had thrown barrels 
Alii timber around. He sniashod tho 
lamp at them. He informed the foreman 
of this. McDonald, tho contractor, had 
employed him for the one night, and had 
also employed the prisoner. Had, sub- 
sequently, learned and told tho prisoner 
that the man he smashed the lamp at 
was McDonald, the contractor. 

Thomas Deasy, chief engineer of the 
fire department, remembered the laying 
of the corner stone of tho new cathedral. 
Tho Young Men's Institute, of which he 
was a member, took charge of tho decora- 
tions. David Fee was a member of the 
Institute, and was present at the laying 
of the corner-stone. Witness superin- 
tended the decorations. Flags of differ- 
ent nations were used. Ho believed Fee 
■was present. Before witness went thero 
had been an irregular flag hoisted heforo 
the Institute's decorations commenced. 
It was taken down, and witness found it 
lying among the brickwork. It was an 
American flag, with a bunch of green silk 
on tho top. The silk, produced, was 
t*ken off by the witness and put 
In his pocket. Don't know whether 
or not anything like it can be had in 
Victoria. While the decorations were 
going on, a man, he believed it to be tho 
prisoner, entered with an American flag 
on his shoulder and said ho should put it 
up. Witness said : "Look here, young 
man, we aro decorating this building, 
and that flag shall not go up." A man 
mmed Lepine said : "I pull it down." 
Prisoner walked round with the flag on 
his shoulder saying : "Pull it down now ! " 
He tli en went out of sight. 

By the prisoner — Did not know when 
the flag was put up. He did not see it 
on the building ; when he saw it it was 
lying on some bricks. He heard the flag 
had been hoisted on the derrick. Did 
not hear Mr. Dunn, tho sub-contractor, 
tell the prisoner to put tho flag up on tho 
elevator, but some elderly gentleman got 
indignant about it boing taken down. 

John F. Harbottle, stone contractor, 
testified that prisoner was pretty well 
drunk when Silk brought him to seo him 
(Mr. Hnrbo tie). Having ascertained 
•what had been done, witness advised 
jiriso lej to giro himself up, which he did. 

Officer Irvine testified to prisoner 
having given himself to him (Irvine) just 
as lie wan g ling to bed, saying ho was the 
.man who shot tho man that night. 

Prisoner asked to have Mr. McDonald 
-placed on the witness stand. 

M. McDonald, contractor for the 
cathedral, remembered the laying of the 
foundation stone. On tho Saturday 
previous to that ceremony the stouo was 
rolled in position. Later on, witness 
was engaged setting the derricks to raise 
it. At five o'clock a strain was put on 
which burst one of tho gearings. He and 
some men s'ayed until half-past eleven to 
get Hunt's in position. The next morn- 
ing lie won t to give the derrick a trial, 
and at half-past live noticed the flag 
nailed l>> a cross piece crossing both 
derricks. Witness went to the building 
and son'; a young man named Lepino to 
take it down. Later on, the superin- 
tendent asked why the flag had been 
taken down ;"it ought not to go up until 
tho other flags were put up Knew 
prisoner to have worked as a laborer for 
Mr. Radoliffe, 'he brick contractor. He 
employed the prisoner as watchman on 
tho 24th December. On tho same even- 
ing he went round tin) building three 
times but could not tind him on duty. 
He should have stayed thore until after 
service. Did nut toll him to have a gun. 
Had ho known he had one he should 
have taken it away. 

By the prisoner: — Had asked tho pris- 
oner in a joke if ho had his gun. Did 
not say in presence of foreman MacDon- 
ald there would bo ghosts around there 
that nigh, 1 ". Prisoner did not say any- 
thing but went oil' with a kind of a sneer. 
Did nob say he would got ono for the 
prisoner. Had hired Berniudiz aB watch- 
man for that night. The first ho knew 
of the goings on in tho building of which 
Bertinidiz spoke was on tho Monday 
morning subsequently, from tho fore- 
man. Some of tho boys had tried to 
play a joke on Bermudiz who had been 
drinking. Ho hired prisoner between 
three and four o'clock on tho 24th. 
The reason that ho joked with the priso- 
ner was that ho remembered the joke up- 
on Berniudiz who had appealed to Police 
■Oflicor Smith to lend him his gun. Pris- 
oner had no gun at tho time, and had he 
had one he should have taken it from 
him. He did not know whether or not 
prisoner was superstitious. 1 

The Court: — It is barely possiblo that 
vonr asking prisoner if he had a gun 
oitght have produced all tho trouble. 
Prisoner got the gun after six o'clock and 
was hired by witness between two and 
threo. 

The case was hero adjourned until ten 
o'clock this morning.

A Secret Revealed to a Cotton Manu- 
facturer In a Dream. 
An interesting centenary will bo cele- 
bratod next Docember at Pawtuoket, R. 
1., whore Samuel Slater, on ttio 31st of 
December, 1790, virtually bogan cotton 
manufacture in tbis country, although 
previous efforts had boen made. Slator, 
says Harper's Weekly, was a pupil of 
Arkwright, and as the English law for- 
bade) tho communication of models of 
tho cotton-spinning machinery to other 
countries, Slator, trusting to his mem- 
ory, reconstructed it under a contract 
with William Almy and Smith Brown, 
]!ut for sonio timo ho could not recall a 
small but essential part of the process, 
and tho tradition is that in a dream ho 
returned to England, exaininod tho ma- 
chinery, found what ho wanted, and 
upon awaking completed bis work suc- 
cessfully. 

A recent article in tho Evening Post 
alludes to this story. But many years 
ago Mr. Slater himself related tho cir- 
cumstances to a gentleman in this coun- 
try, who often ropeated it In his famil}-, 
from whom wo have it. After long 
labor, working secretly, with tho aid of 
ono man only, Slator thought that 
he had put tho machinery in running or- 
der, and invited a few gentlemen inter- 
ested in tho enterprise to seo tho happy 
result of his toil. Proud and excited, 
he essayed to start tho machine, but it 
did not move. In vain ho tried, and, 
mortified and ffrieved, bo dismissed his 
friends, assuring thorn, however, that 
ho should certainly discover the diili- 
culty. 

But ho was deeply discouraged. All 
the day and night ho pondered and ex- 
amined and tested and tried to move 
tho machinery. But still it remained 
motionless. At length, heart-sick and 
weary, ho leaned his head against tho 
machine and fell asleep. As he slept 
lie heard distinctly a cheerful, friend- 
ly voice, saying: "Why don't you 
chalk tho bands, Sam?" IIo started up, 
broad-awake, and knew at once that a 
slight friction in tho working of tho nia- 
oliino was what was wanting, and again 
summoning his friends, ho saw in the 
smooth action of tho jenny tho triumph- 
ant result of. his work. It is a pleasant 
story, and tho Slater legend is not an 
invention, unless Mr. Slater deceived 
himself.

'"Tis not my will that ovll bo immor- 
tal."

Tho fog-whistlo's con- 
tinuous roar only added to tho gonoral 
confusion which reigned on board, and 
when tho responding whistle of a pass- 
ing stoamer was heard tt only increased 
tho dread and apprehension of the pas- 
sengor.-. After about thirty-six hours 
of this commotion tho people quieted 
dowto and many soomod to havo becomo 
as much accustomed to it as old soa- 
dogs with tho experience of a life-time. 
But at dayhroak ono morning a dull, 
heavy thud was felt through tho vessel, 
and a socorid lator shrieks and crios 
rent the air, which would havo mado 
tho heart of any listener other than an 
old sea captain stand still. Thon fol- 
lowed a fow momontsot suspense which 
was quickly changed to horror when tho 
engineers ran up on deck shouting: 
"Tho ship is filling. To tho boats!" 
Then followed tho rush of hurrying, 
! scurrying humanity rrom tne steerage, 
torror plainly graven on ovory face, 
whilo ovor and abjvo the noiso and 
confusion rang out tho resonant tones 
of tho Captain's voice shouting orders to 
the boatswain. Tho force of habit ap- 
peared even on that, scone of danger as 
tho sailors shouted: "Y'hoave Ho," 
whilo they lowerod tho life-boats from 
thoir davits. Louder than all these 
sounds and far abovo tho general ox- 
citoment reigning on. the "Dunrobin 
Castle" could bo heard tho shrieking 
whistles of tho steamer which had 
struck her, and which was rounding to, 
in order to give all possible assistance 
in saving the livosof those on board tho 
fast sinking boat. 

It was not long bofore tho unknown 
.steamer was almost alongside, and thon 
commenced tho work of transferring 
tho passengers — not an easy matter in 
a raging sea. Tho patience of tho offi- 
cers was tried to tho utmost. (Strong, 
rudo mon would try to push womon and 
children aside in their wild efforts to bo 
first to enter tho life-boats, only to bo 
driy.cn back by the ship's officers at tho 
noses of thoir revolvers. Occasionally ono 
more daring than the rest would thrust 
a woman asido and try to pass her, but 
with a blow from tho butt etd of his re- 
volver, the captain would knock him 
senseless, with tho promise of similar 
treatment to tho next who should daro 
to make the attempt, 

All this time tho ship was rapidly 
filling and it bocamo apparent beyond 
a poradvonturo that before many moro 
minutes the "Dunrobin Castle'' would 
sink forovor into tho depths of the 
ocoan. It required several trips of tho 
lifo-boats to transfer all the passengers, 
but this difficult task was finally accom- 
plished. Tho last load was being taken 
and none but tho ofllcors were supposed 
to bo on board, when suddenly tho two 
dotoctives in charge of Velasquez camo 
rushing up the companion ladder excit- 



edly exclaiming: "We can not roach tho 
prisoner! What shall wc do?" 

"That should have been thought of 
soonor," said tho Captain. "Follow rao!" 
ho shouted. "Wo will rescuo him if it 
is possible." 

"Let him go," said ono of tho detec- 
tives. "Ho'll bo hung anyhow." But 
tho Captain know that although tho 
prisoner was accused, ho was not yet 
found guilty and his bravo hoart would 
not permit him to leavo oven such a cur 
as Velasquez to a horriblo death with- 
out an effort to rescue him. 

Accompanied by ono of tho officers 
tho blg-hoartod commandor hurried 
down tho steps on to tho cabin dock, 
from whence ho attempted to descend 
to tho lower deck on which Valasqucz 
was confined. But bravo as tho old 
Captain was, thero was an obstaclo in 
tho way which oven ho was poworless 
to overcome. The water was up too 
high and tho roscuors could go no 
further. A'.roady tho imprlsonod man 
must bo driven back to his bunk near 
tho top of tho room in which ho was 
confined; tho wrotched prisoner could 
not pass out now alive, and certainly 
nono could roach him. Doubtless ho 
was alive — just alivo — his life's span 
now to bo measured by moments. Now 
ho could soo how rclontlossly tho mills of 
rotribution grind— so suroly —so surely— 
so suroly— ayo, and so quickly, so much 
moro quickly somotimes than oven 
thoso who manipulate tho machinery of 
tho mills can foresee Almost Velasquez 
had paid to tho uttermost the penalty 
of his crimo committed long years bo- 
foro in tho sunny Californian valley— 
almost! 

The ship might go down at any mo- 
ment now, and unless his would-bo res- 
cuers at onco rotracod thoir steps thoy 
might go down with it, so with regrets 
tho Captain lod tho way to the dock. 
Sorrowfully ho took his placo In tho 
life-boat, and, as tho sailors pulled 
away, ho looked longingly at tho old 
ship that had carried him through so 
many thousands of miles of fair and 
stormy woathor. Boforo thoy reached 
tho waiting stoamor tho "Dunrobin 
Castlo" sottlcd on hor beam ends and 
sank in old ocoan with a mighty rush, 
taking with hor, to a higher tribunal 
than that of man, Leon Valasqucz. 

It was a tragic death. In somo senso 
it was too grand a death for so moan a 
man — to exchange tho ignominy of tho 
gallows and tho felon's grave in a prison 
yard for a burial boneath tho rolling 
waves of tho Atlantic, coffined in a 
noble ship. And yet it was a horriblo 
ond — a lonesome, solemn ond, for tho 
man who had lived in tumult and ex- 
citement all his days to meet tho Grim 
Monster and Great Avenger alone with 
his torturing memories of tho past — to 
know, whilo tho merciless flood closed 
ovor him, that ho died unmournod and 
unrogrotted. 

Perhaps it was a poor satisfaction to 
tho widow of Mario Dolaro to know that 
hor husband's murdoror, tho destroyer 
of hor happiness, was never convicted 
of his crime— but when Leon Velasquez, 
ono of tho meanest villains who over 
trod this earth, went into tho unseen 
world to moot his Maker, it surely was 
a powerful illustration of that infallible 
truth: 

"Though the mills of God grind slowly, 
Yet tliey Krlnci exceeding smalt; 

Though with patience stands He waiting, J ,\ 
With exactness grinds He all." \

pals of that party woro a handsome, 
sunburned man of forty years and a 
lovely woman many years younger. 
Thoy seemed very happy— they (we very 
happy. Thoy woro Percy Lovol and his 
wifo— whom wo have known so long as 
Armida Delaro. 

On tho samo day thero loft, from ono 
of tho poorer French lodging-houses 
near Leicester Square, London, a funer- 
al hearse and one mourner's carriage.

Hregy, and In tho carriage was a man 
who looked tho picturo of misery— his 
name was Eugono lirogy— a living ex- 
ample of "what might have boon."

WHEREAS by Eection 17 of the "Municipal 
Act, 1889," as amended by section G of 
tho "Municipal Act Amendment Act, 1890," it 
is provided that no limits of an incorporated 
city or town shall ,bo extended unless tho con- 
sent of a majority of tho persons within the 
boundaries of tho proposed oxtenslon affected 
thereby, and who arc entitled to petition for 
incorporation as a municipality under the first 
named Act, has first been obtained at a poll to 
bo held for that purpose, and that' such a poll 
shall be held by such a person and nt such time 
or place or places ami in such manner as the 
Lieutenant-Governor may appoint. And 
whereas, it is proposed to extend the limits of 
tho Corporation df tho City of Victoria In ac- 
cordance with the provisions of a resolution 
pussed by a majority of two- thirds <o( the mem- 
bers of tho Municipal Council of the Bald city 
onithe 21st day of October, A.I). 5S00, and con- 
firmed by the veto of tho municipality on the 
2nd day of December. 181(0. 

Now, therefore, His Honour the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council, under the authority of 
tho said Statutes, and or all otil'ers in that be- 
half enabling, has been pleased to make and 
doth hereby moke the following rules and reg- 
ulations for holding a poll of the persons within 
tho boundaries of tho proposed extension af- 
fected thereby, and who arc entitled to vote 
under the provisions of tho (aid sections :— 

1. Tho vote of the persons within tho boun- 
daries of tho proposed extention of the limits 
of the Corporation of the City of Victoria, and 
who are entitled to petition for incorporation 
as a municipality under the provisions of said 
section 17 of tho Municipal Act, shall betaken 
at the City Hall of tho City of Victoria on Mon- 
day, the Fifth day of January, next. 

2. The poll shall be open between tho hours 
of eight/a. in. and 1 p. m.

4. Tho poll shall be taken by ballot on the 
question? ayo or tno, whether tho present 
limits of tho City of Victoria shall be extended

" I, A.B., do solemnly and sincerely mako 
oath (or affirm as tho ease may bo), that I am a 
registered land ownor) as shown by tho booka 
In the Land Registry Office) in tho District 
which tho proposed extension will, if carried 
out, lncludo within tho limits of tho Corporation 
of tho City of \ ictoria, or a pro-omptor within 
tho snmo District, and havo rosided on my 
pre-emption for ono year, (as tho case may be), 
and am a British Subject of tho full ago of 
twenty-one years." 

7. The Returning Officer shall immediately

8. In cuso any question shall nrlso touching 
any matter not comprehended within these 
Regulations, the principles and provisions of 
tho " Eloction Regulation Act " may, 80 far as 
tho same aro applicable bo adopted and ap- 
plied. d C 21.

A LUMBER VESSEL LOST. 



The Norwegian Ship Struan, Lumber- 
Laden, from Port Discovery, 
Abandoned at Sea. 



Fate of the Crew Unknown — Tho 
Wreck Boarded by the Cap- 
tain of the Scotia. 



San Francisco, Dec. 28. — Another ro- 
port has come in about the Point St. George 
derelict to-day, and hor identity is settled. 
The abandoned vessel is the ISorwegiau 
ship Struan, bound for Australia from Port 
Discovery with lumber. The steamers 
Truckee and Scotiu brought in the report 
referred to, and Captain P. A. Johnson, of 
tho Scotia, is able to tell all about the 
Struan, for he boarded her and found some 
of her papers. 

Captain Johnson said that his encounter 
with the abandoned vessel occurred on the 
day before Christinas, about 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, in latitude 45.00 north, longitude 
1"5. 10 west. The sea was running protty 
high at the time, in long swells, but there 
waa littlejwind, and he had no difficulty in 
boarding her, which he did as soon as ho 
discovered that she was abandoned. Net a 
sign of life was found anywhere except in 
the captain's cubin, where a handsome, half- 
starved dog welcomed tho visitors with 
manifestations of joy. 

Tho Struan was rudderless, her main- 
mast had been cut away to the deck, her 
foro and mizzen topgallant maets and jib- 
boom had been carried away. She had the 
general appearance of having been on her 
beam-ends. All the hatches were off and 
the ship was so lull of water as to be un- 
manageable, although there was no possibil- 
ity of her sinking with 1, 107,062 feet of piue 
lumber in her hold. 

Ctiptain Johnson inspected such papers as 
ho could find, and learned that the Struan 
was bound for Melbourne, and, in addition 
to the lumber mentioned in her hold, she 
carried a deck load of 1 OS, 824 feet, but this 
latter was all washed uway during her en- 
counter with the gale. Captain F. H. 
Skagknd, of Hungesund, Norway, whs cap- 
tain of the ship, and tho crew all told 
numbered 22 men. 

Captain Johnson got his hawser fast and 
made an attempt to tow tho ship to a port 
of safety, but found her so heavy with 
water that the Scotia could hardly move 
her. The hawser parted twice, and towards 
d irk another heavy southeast gale set in, 
a loompanicd by so rough a sea that the 
prize was in danger of proving tho Scotia's 
destruction. Rather than risk his own ves- 
sel Capt, Johnson cast olf his line and came 
on. Aesaved the dog. In his opinion the 
westerly swell was sufficient to set the 
Struan ashore before morning, presumably 
about Nestuggal bay, toward which cove 
the swell was carrying her when he had his 
last view. Tho coast is quite rough there, 
and the vessel would be likely to prove a 
total loss. 

So far nothing has been heard of her 
crew, and it is supposed all hands were 
lost, as it would be an ellceptioual ship's 
boat that would ride out such weather as 
prevailed for several days after the ship 
was abandoned, which was presumably be- 
tween the 13th and 15th of this month. 

The Struan was built at St. Johns, N. B., 
and was owned in Hugensund. With tho 
cargo the loss will amount to over $200,000. 
She was well known here, having made 
several trips here while in tho coast trade.

1'rcsltlciil Dauphin Ocuil. 

Nbw Orleans, La., Dec. 2S.— l)r. M. A. 
Dauphin, for 2 ) years president of the 
Louisiana Lottery company, died hero to- 
day. He was a native of Alsace-Lorraine, 
and was oS years old. Although only about 
.10 years of age, he has for a long time pre- 
sented a very I'ecr.'p d np| earaiice, and his 
death was causid by debility. He has been 
the president of the company since 1870 and 
waa regarded ns the brains ol the concern. 
His death is a terrible blow to the lottery, 
as it cannot iulverti.se the name of his suc- 
cessor, Lottery players will not know to 
whom to address their letters, ordering 
tickets, etc. 

Cardiff Glnm Discoverer Dead- 

MILWAUKEE, Dec. 28. — A dispatch to the 
Sentinel to-night, from Superior, Wis., re- 
ports the death at Binghampton, N. Y., of 
tlcorge Hull, who left Superior a few weeks 
ago to spend the winter East, Hull was 
tho originator of t he " Cardiff giant " hoax, 
and reports as to bis death are conflicting. 
Ono attributes it to suicide, another says it 
occurred tho day following the robbery of 
his son-in-law, Mr. Gales, who lost $2,500 
in New Yoik. The Cardiff giant was dug 
up on Hull's farm about twenty years ago, 
and Hull made considerable money out of it 
before the hoax was discovered.

All the money stolen from the bank was re- 
covered.}

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 29.— The lymph 
patients at the John Hopkins hospital are 
reported as improving under the treat- 
ment.

Dniiug Blink Bobbery. 

CltlOAOO, Dee. 2!).— A most daring bunk 
robbery occurred at South Chicago, 12 
miles east of the city, at 1 o'clock, this 
afternoon. Three men drove up to the 
Merphunts' Exchange Bank., They entered 
and stopped up to the cashier's window, 
where two of tho ruffians engaged the bank 



official in conversation, while tho third 
went through an open door, and, laying vio- 
lent hands on tho cashier, beat him into in- 
sensibility. Then the robbers cleaned out 
the bank, leaving not a coin or bill. The 
next instant they wore in a buggy, the lines 
were picked up, and, under the 
cutting lash, tho horse sped away. 
Almost immediately tho police were no- 
tified of the matter, and half a dozen 
officers, on speedy horses and armed with 
rifles and revolvers, were soon in hot pur- 
suit. Alter a chase of several miles, the 
police captured two of tho robbers at Madi- 
son Park, five miles from this city, and re- 
covered all the money. Several shots were 
exchanged botwecn the police and the flee- 
ing robbers, and one of thu latter waa seri- 
ously wounded in the thigh. Tho third 
robber is still at largo. The police say the 
men are the same who successfully robbed 
tho cashier of Allerton's packing houses, u 
few weeks ago, and they have been closely 
watching them for several days.

Washi.ncton, Dec. 29 — Major-Cencral 
Scofield has received the following telegram 
from (Jen. Miles, dated Rapid City, S. D., 
Dec. 27 : Reports from Gen. Brooke and 
commanding officers along the line of the 
Cheyenne river are that the hostiles camp- 
ing in the Bad Lands are breaking and 
going in to surrender. The prospects look 
favorablo for getting all the Indians under 
control."

Brooke sends the following : Major While- 
side reports the capture of Big Foot, 120 
men, and 250 women and children." Gen. 
Brooke sends another battalion, and says ho 
will endeavor to make this sure.
